Fall  seeding  is  preferable-gives  the  lawn  a 
weedless  start  for  the  spring. 

Don’t  cut  young  grass  too  close. 

Roll  every  week. 

Keep  soil  continually  aereated — with  sand — 
TOP  DRESSING  and  frequent  hard  iron  raking  or 
spiking. 

THE  EARTH  MUST  BREATHE-otherwise 
you  will  have  a  cement  patch  instead  of  a  soft 
carpet. 

Top  dress  every  two  months  with  top  soil, 
humus  or  peat  moss  a  little  sand  and  fertilizer,  and 
a  few  handsful  of  lawn  seed.  About  a  pailrul  of 
each  all  mixed  together  to  be  sprinkled  and  raked 
evenly  all  over  the  lawn.
